Mainlaying  by  contract  has  proceeded  in  a great  many  locations  in  the 
District  and  by  direct  labour  to  housing  developments  including  Seaton,  Little^ 
Clifton,  Caiaerton,  Broughton  Craggs  and  Dearham.  ii  main  diversion  at  Bewaldeth 
has  been  necessitated  by  extensive  road  improvement  vrorks. 

Pipes  for  the  third  Cruienock  extension  have  been  distributed  along  the  line 
of  the  works  but  some  bends  and  specials  were  still  undelivered  at  tn.e  end  oi 
the  year. 

ii  local  request  for  a public  main  at  Thornthwaite  to  replace  a private 
supply  to  2A-  pi'Operties  has  been  estimated  to  cost  £8,1400.

As  a parallel,  ny  own 
prejudice  against  accompanying  a liinistry  Veterinary  Officer  on  a monthly 
inspection  of  slaughterhouses  (now  quarterly)  has  also  vanished,  though  it  must 
be  said  that  ivir.V/alton  has  for  some  time  novir  performed  this  duty,  without 
complaint .

OTHER  POODS 


The  present  vogue  of  the  frozen  food  cabinet  in  the  home  has  only  procLuced 
one  known  casualty  during  the  year,  when  3 chickens,  9 portions  of  haddock  and 
eight  packets  of  peas  were  condemned  after  a freezer  breakdown. 

Canned,  food  condemned  has  been  limited  to  ten  10  lb.  cans  of  gammon  vniich 
TTere  'blown'.  Excluding  raw  nest  condemned  in  slaughterhouses,  73  lbs  of  meat  we:; 
condemned  on  a quality  rather  than  a disease  basis.

60  samples  were  taken,  of  which  10  failed  the  methylene  blue  test  (for 
cleanliness).  No  sample  failed  the  milk  ring  test  for  brucellosis.

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AIR  POLLUTION  TSSTH'JG 


The  air  pollution  testing  station  at  Dean  Moor  continues  to  be  operated  on 
behalf  of  the  Department  of  the  Lnviroment . The  station  acts  as  one  of  the 
'controls'  for  the  whole  country,  being  a place  i/vith  minimal  pollution  against 
which  other  parts  of  the  country  are  judged. 

In  addition,  during  1975  the  Dean  i.ioor  station  began  to  be  used  by  the 
Organisation  for  Economic  Cooperation  and  Development,  an  international  body 
concerned,  amongst  other  things,  with  pollution  problems,  for  investigating 
long  range  transport  of  air  pollutants,  in  particular  sulphur  compounds  said 
to  be  affecting  the  lakes  and  forests  of  the  Scandinavian  countries. 

iin  investigation  on  behalf  of  the  Central  Electricity  Generating  Board  into 
the  corrosion  of  zinc  in  various  parts  of  the  country  involved  placing  snail  can 
made  of  zinc  at  five  different  points  in  the  Kurd  District  (at  Dean  Moor,  Loths 
Borrowdale,  Buttermere  and  Lor ton)  and  leaving  them  there  for  two  years.  The 
investigation  came  to  an  end  on  1st  July  1973  and  the  cans  were  returned  to  the 
Board,  No  results  of  the  tests  have  os  yet  been  published. 

In  connection  with  the  testing  programme  a v/eather  recording  station  has 
been  operated  at  Holmevraod,  Cockernouth  and  I should  like  to  thank  iir.G.Bell, 
the  office  caretaker,  for  his  assistance  throughout  the  year  in  taking  readings 
at  weekends  and  holiday  periods.

This  has  required 
frequent  visits  an:",  vfark  which  included  lifting  of  floorboards  to  try  and  locate 
access  holes. 

It  is  fortunate  that  there  has  been  no  occasion  vvhen  suspicion  of  'poison 
imjaunity'  has  occurred  during  any  treatment  of  a rat  infestation. 

.int  infestations  have  continued  at  about  the  same  level  as  in  the  previous 
yeai’,  a level  which  is  disconcertingly  high  in  relation  to  the  low  efficiency  of 
treatment .

Camping  in  tents  has  undoubtedly  been  popular  this  year , partly  due  to  the 
dry  weather  both  up  to  and  after  August.  Nevertheless,  the  increased  activity  did 
not  result  in  a spate  of  residents'  complaints, Pro®  borrovgLale , where  the  good 
of’fices  of  Lor.iirchie  Connor  keep  a benign  control  on  indiscriminate  camping,  not 
one  cry  of  protest  reached,  these  offices.  Ijr. Connor  will  be  retiring  next  year  anc. 
his  boots  will  be  hard  to  fill’ 


Cx AbWimTING . 

Caravans  are  slowly  but  surely  reaching  the  problem  proportions  that 
prevailed  immediately  before  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  nct  came 
into  operation.  On  occasions,  it  is  the  sheer  wreight  of  nuiiibers  v/hich  creates  the 
difficulty,  but  in  one  prolonged  incident  on  the  Solway  Coast,  an  area  declared 
officially  as  being  of  outstanding  natural  beauty  became  'fair  game'  for  a rash  of 
thoughtless  (to  be  charitable)  caravanners  who  decided  that  their  need  for  a free 
site  transcend.ed  all  other  considerations.  Vigorous  activity  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Council  and  his  staff  have  succeeded,  in  bringing  the  situation  under  control.
